November. 

A special election is set for 
March 22 for a voter referendum on 
a business tax plan which would 
offset a $120,000 budget shortfall 
created when Alabama’s franchise 
tax was declared unconstitutional 
last year. 

The general election is scheduled 
for November 7 with party pri 
maries - Democratic and Republi 
van - set for June 6, followed by 
runoff elections on June 27 

There are several state offices 
which will be on the Novembet 
ballot. They include; chief justice 
of the Alabama Supreme Court, 
four associate justice seats, presi- 
dent of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, places one and two on the 
Court of Criminal Appeals, and 
three slots on the Court of Civil 
Appeals. 

The 2nd Congressional District 
U. S. House of Representatives 
seat, Which includes Coffee Coun- 
ty, will also be on the November 
ballot. 

Nationally, the dominating 
offices appearing on the ballot will 
be president and vice president.

The Pentagon has finally conced- 
ed that the military health care sys- 
tem is in dire need of reform, Pm 
proud of the work that Congress 
has done to address some of the 
flaws in military health care to date, 
but these efforts have only margin 
ally improved benefits. 

The expanded military benefits 
package endorsed by the U.S. Joint 
Chiets of Staff last week will hope- 
fully be enacted as part of the new 
defense budget to be considered in 
the House and Senate this year. 

The current “TRICARE” military 
managed care system is inadequate 
and is in major need of an overhaul 
This fact is well Known to the many 
thousands of active duty and retired 
military in Southeast Alabama, 

For this reason, | support the 
reform of TRICARE, While final 
details are still to be decided upon, 
here is a look at some of the major 
changes proposed by the Pentagon 
to improve the effectiveness of mil 
itary health care 

For the families of some $0,000 
military personnel who live more 
than 50 miles from a military med- 
ical facility and are unable to par- 
ticipate in TRICARE Prime, cover- 
age would be extended to them 
through TRICARE Prime Remote.

SORTING THROUGH THE NOTES... 


The Elba Tigers upped their record to 17-4 last week with two big 
wins over Opp and Enterprise, and despite a killer schedule for the 
remainder of the season, the Tigers should be primed and ready when the 
area tournament swings into action next weekend. The Tigers made it look 
easy in their win over SA Opp. then followed it up with their their third 
win of the season over the 6A Enterprise Wildcats, The win over the lowly 
Bobcats wasn’t anything to brag about; however, the win over the Wildcats 
Was quite a show as Elba fell behind early and then rallied to blow out 
their cross-county rivals. The win over Enterprise was also unique in that 
the senior trio of Tim Ware, Monroe Williams and Wayne Reed combined 
to score 78 of the Tigers’ 86 points, Jed by Ware's 35 points and Williams’ 
24 point outburst. Elba will close out the regular season with games 
against Goshen, New Brockton and Brantley, three of state’s top teams in 
their respective classes, and while the games will be hotly contested and 
tough to win, the stiff competition will be just what the Tigers need as they 
get ready for the post-season party. The Tigers want to be battle tested 
heading into the area tournament, and should be rugged and ready after 
closing the season against the best teams in this part of the state. 

* While on the subject of the area tournament, Elba officials and 
coaches were disappointed last week to find out that the tournament had 
been awarded to Clayton. The tie-breaker in the area was the number of 
wins against teams in your class, or above, and after disallowing the 
Tigers’ wins over Enterprise and T.R. Miller, due to the wins coming in 
tournaments, Clayton slipped in and earned the right to host the event. The 
fact that Clayton’s gym has bleachers on only one side, and the fact that 
the gym has been the site of repeated unsportsmanlike conduct in recent 
years obviously meant nothing to the AHSAA,. I am sure that officials at 
both Elba and Slocomb would have been more than happy to help finance 
the tournament at a neutral site, such as Enterprise State Junior College, 
rather than to subject their student athletes and fans to the threat of 
unsportsmanlike acts up in Clayton. I urge the Elba Police Department to 
send more than one policéman to the tournament each night Elba plays to 
help protect its citizens, and also urge school officials to ask the Alabama 
High School Athletic Association to send a representative to the games to 
view first hand what might happen. I hope nothing happens except a bas- 
-ketball game between two of the state’s best high school teams, but at the 
same time everyone knows that when Elba and Clayton play in any sport 
there is bad blood, and there is a risk of something happening on, and off 
the field of competition. 

*** The Elba Lady Tigers continued their late-season surge last week 
with wins over Enterprise and Florala, and now appear to have a solid shot 
at making it past the area tournament and into sub-region play. The win 
over Enterprise was the first ever by the Lady Tigers over their 6A neigh- 
bors, while the win over Florala avenged an early-season loss and helped 
the girls move toward a winning season. Elba has posted a 4-5 record 
since the first of the year, and in the past three weeks has beaten such 
teams as Slocomb, Clayton, Goshen and Enterprise. The Lady Tigers have 
to play their best for four quarters to win, no matter the level of competi- 
tion, and in recent weeks the girls have been doing just that. The win last 
week over Enterprise sent a message to every team on the Lady Tigers’ 
schedule that they are a team on the rise! 

*** The girls will play their area tournament over in Slocomb, and the 
Lady Tigers will open the event against Clayton, a team that Elba lost to 
by two points in Elba, and beat by one point in Clayton. A win over Clay- 
ton would put Elba in the area finals and guarantee it a spot in sub-region 
action the next week, which would be an accomplishment thought impos- 
sible only a few weeks ago. Hey Elba fans, if you haven't seen the Lady 
Tigers play, make plans now, they are for real. 

*** The regular season is quickly winding down, and for the tea... in 
the area it looks like there will be some excitement for all eight teams 
when the area action tips off next weekend. Here’s a quick look ahead.... 

New Brockton will be the favorite when it hosts the area tourney, but the 
Gamecocks got pounded over in Red Level last week, while Straughn 
went four overtimes before falling to highly-ranked Pleasant Home last 
kiidav night.

COUNCIL SIGNS EMS CONTRACT 


New Brockton okays council pay hike

The New Brockton Town Council 
took just under thirty minutes to 
conduct the town’s business Mon 
day evening: however, they had to 
adjourn the meeting until 6 p.m 
Tuesday evening in order to take 
care Of a pressing matter - a pay 
hike for the next town council 
members 

On the meeting agenda under 
new business was an ordinance set 
ling the pay scale for the new coun 
cil which will be elected this year 
For the pay raise to become effec 
tive in October 2000, it has to be 
passed by February 22, 2000, and it 
has to be by a unanimous vote of 
the council, Councilman Charles 
Cole was unable to attend Mon- 
day's meeting making it necessary 
to adjourn until Tuesday 

The new ordinance sets the 
mayor's compensation at $200 per 
month and the councilmember’s 
compensation at $100 per month 
There was no doubt that the ordi- 
nance would be passed 

Turning to other matters that 
could be handled, the council 
approved the appointment of 
Nathan Drewery to serve on the 
water board. He will be replacing 
Billy Tindol who asked not to be 
reappointed “because he had some 
other items to pursue.” 

Other appointments approved 
were as follows: Earnestine 
McMonagle was reappointed to her 
position on the housing authority; 
Dorothy Flowers and Doug Smith 
Were reappointed to the board of

Mayor Britt Lee told council 
members that auditors (Barr, Brun 
son, Wilkerson & Bowden, PC 
CPA’s) reported no problems with 
the town’s accounting procedures

‘He said our town was in good 
condition for the condition it was 
in,’ Lee said. “To be a small town, 
we are doing fairly well. We have 
cut our debt by some $30,000 from 
what it was four years ago.” 

He added, “We have bought a 
new police car and have gotten 
most of it paid for, and as of last 
month we voted to purchase a new 
truck tor the street department plus 
numerous other bills that we have 
paid off that was already owed.” 

The council reviewed and 
approved the SOP (standard operat- 
ing procedure) for the siren which 
will be used to warn those partici 
pating in outdoor activities of 
threatening weather and to take 
COVE! 

The high tech warning siren was 
installed by the Coffee County 
Emergency Management Agency 
with the assistance of the Elba 
Electrical Department. At this time, 
only one siren (located behind The 
Peoples Bank) has been installed in 
the town, 

In response to Councilmember 
Linda Gilbert’s question if addi- 
tional sirens were planned, Mayor 
Lee said, “Probably not. They 
[EMA] have not said anything 
about it.” 

The mayor reported that an 
agreement had been reached with 


the remainder of the 106th Con- 
gress. Following his remarks, Sen, 
Shelby will open the floor to ques- 
tions and comments from those in 
attendance. 

Sen. Shelby said. “I welcome 
this Opportunity to spend time with 
area residents, My county-wide 
meetings provide a unique forum 
for open dialogue to discuss the 
important issues currently facing 
Alabama and our nation.”

Cotfee County EMS to provide 
emergency medical services for the

He noted that a few “minor 
adjustments” had been made to the 
original agreement. The contract 
now calls for the town to split 
(50/50) any cots of repairs to the 
ambulance provided to EMS by the 
town on the following items: air 
conditioning & heating system, 
electrical system to include the bat- 
tery, alternator, wiring harness, 
starter, lights & siren, and radios. 
This is in lieu of an additional $250 
per month on the contract. 

For the first thirty days of the 
contract, the town will responsible 
for all repair costs. Afterwards, the 
town will be responsible only for 
the powertrain. This remains as is 
from the original agreement. 

The council yoted unanimously 
to sign the contract with Coffee 
County EMS. 

Mrs. Annette Williams, the city 
clerk, reported that adjustments and 
been made in the budget to accu- 
rately reflect the income and expen- 
ditures relating to a street paving 
project. 

She also noted the town’s income 
for the first quarter is close to 25 
percent which is as expected. 
Williams commented that the 
$100,000 grant received for the 
paving project made it appear that 
the town was at 43 percent of its 
projected income, but that was not 
a realistic figure. The 25 percent is. 

“Each department is close to 25 
percent of their budgeted expendi- 
tures for the year,” she said. 
“Everybody is keeping close to 
their budget - so far.” 

Jerry Gilbert, acting police chief, 
reported that officers had issued 34 
traffic citations during the month, 
investigated five automobile acci- 
dents. and assisted the state and 
county at a wreck involving a fatali- 
ty on AL Hwy. 167. 

He reported that the fire depart- 
ment had responded to one house 
fire and one grass fire.
